“ The garden forced this suggestion upon 
us because, in spite of the fact that it was 
lovely, it was deep, dark, full of odors at 
once wonderful and mysterious. They had a 
pungency which comes from a luxuriance in 
deep shadow, the damp luxuriance of an odor­ 
ous jungle penetrated by shots of sunlight 
but never fully bathed in it. 


“ The way from the house to the garden 
■was by flagstone steps, and the flagstone 
walks in the garden were fern banked. These 
flags were nearly always moist. Behind the 
banks of ferns were orchids, our own lady- 
slippers, masses of the pink lady slipper, 
which is rarer with tis than the yellow, and 
then other masses of orchids of a sinister 
beauty. 
In spots which got the most sun 
there were moss roses and tuberoses, and on 
a wall which really had sunlight there were 
crimson rambler roses. 


“ W ith the dampness and the luxuriance of 
things growing in heavy moisture, with great 
mosses and lichens, the wet flagstones and 
with the spots and streaks of sunlight, with 
the heavy odors and with bees droning in 
the spots and patches of sunlight, tapping 
the sirup cups of the flowers, tile garden 
was witchy. 


“ We saw above it the old woman on a 
broom, and in it elves and little goblins. The 
ruby-throat humming bird was an elf; the 
brown mole was a brown goblin. 


“ Here was where the Sleeping Beauty 
might have slept. 
The Prince Charming 
might have come through the hawthorns 
beyond the garden and have climbed its wail 
to find her. Cinderella might have fled after 
midnight through such a garden on her re­ 
turn to her ashes. 


" Lizards 
sunned 
themselves 
on 
stone 
benches; toads hopped across the flagstones; 
little harmless snakes wriggled into the ferns, 
and the spot, with its rich and exotic per­ 
fumes, made us timorous to enter it. 


“ On the level of the house above this 
garden Richard and Hope had a playground 
where we could throw a ball, play croquet, 
and e^en crack the whip and play duck on a 
rock. 


“ Now I am coming to the strangest feature 
of it all. 
In large cages hung against the 
garden wall, up where they got the sun, were 
a number af parrots, brilliant paroquets, and 
monkeys. 
“ Esther had a brother who was a sea cap­ 
tain, and, his trade lying in South America, 
in Brazil, he seldom came back with a cargo 
that he didn’t send to our inland place these 
parroquets and monkeys, which in the sum­ 
mer could be kept in the sunken garden. 


“ They made chattering, screaming noises 
—sometimes, even to children, who love 
noises, it seemed unbelievable. It, of course, 
fascinated us, gave us an eerie sense of un­ 
reality in our very real world. 
A child’s 
world is at once very real and very unreal, 
and when the familial', real world is touched 
by things related to the world of the imagina­ 
tion and fancy there is a profound impres­ 
sion.

“ She loved all animals 
I never have loved 
a monkey, but the Lord could not make any­ 
thing, from a Gila monster to a ruby-throat, 
from a man-eating shark to a goldfinch, that 
Esther Browning could not and would not

“ These exotic pets had such hard times 
over winters, and so many of them died, and 
each death tortured Esther Browning, but 
Jasper sent them and their cries filled the 
garden. 
“ T hat’s what I started to say about the 
garden,” A rthur said, “ and hafe said it 
rhetorically—probably because the garden 
itself always was rhetorical to tho child’s 
imagination. 
“ W hen Richard was 13 years old Esther 
Browning took him and little Hope to Italy, 
and they lived there three years. While they 
were gone the garden lost its old character­ 
istics. Esther had wanted it opened up more 
to the sunlight. 
It lost its esoteric signifi­ 
cance. It is there now, with roses and holly­ 
hocks, delphinium and foxglove, tulips and 
hardy narcissus in the spring, cornflowers 
and Shasta daisies, and all the conventional 
perennials. 
But the witchy atmosphere is 
gone, the sunlight is in the place, the wonder­ 
ful ferns and the lizards sunning themselves 
on the stone benches ale gone—the whole 
meaning of the place, from its orchids to its 
animals, from its odors to its curious damp­ 
ness, is gone. 
“ W hen Richard came back with his mother 
and Hope from Italy, after three years there, 
the place was utterly changed. Probably the 
outstanding indication of the change was the 
disappearance not so much of the floral char­ 
acteristics of the damp garden as the disap­ 
pearance of the chattering, shrieking birds 
end animals.’*
